In the 
meantime Chief Hennessey had obtained evi- 
dence that the witnesses on the Matranga side 
had perjured themselves, and also that one of 
the principal witnesses for the defense had been 
assassinated while playing cards in a room in 
the native quarter by a load of slugs fired from 
a sawed-off shot-gun by one of the Matranga 
gang. He also obtained from Sicily the 


The ball entered the mid- 
dle of the back below the shoulder-blades, 
passed through one lung and close to his 
heart. He was removed to Blessing Hospital, 
where he died at 4:30 o’clock. Miss Booth, 
after having her wound dressed, was taken 
to St. Mary's Hospital, where she was placed 
under arrest.

This Campaign is conducted partly under a 
misapprehension and partly by misrepresent- 
ation. If the Lutherans would investigate for 
themselves and compare the present claims 
of those who are keeping up the war with the 
principles as laid down by the committee 
when the discussion began they would find 
that the present attitude of the extremists is 
both un-Lutheran and un-American. | 

After the original committee had, as it 
thought, taken the matter out of politics b 
* recognition of its demands from bot 
political parties, it rested, and for some time 
nothing was heard of the matter. A short 
time ago a part of the committee came to- 
gether and decided to resume the fight, as 
some unauthorized utterances of alleged Re- 
publicans had given them a pretext to believe 
that their demands were not yet understood. 
In the absence of some of the most active 
members a circular and pledge to be sub- 
mitted to all candidates for the 
legislature, was adopted. As at first adopted 
it was intolerant to the last degree, denying 
to the State all right to “interfere directly, 
or indirectly, with parental authority over the 
child.” At the suggestion of W. H. Tatge, 
the attorney of the committee, there were in- 
serted after the quotation the words“ in deter- 
— the means and extent of its educa- 

ion. 3 

This somewhat weakened the effect of the 
original sweeping statement. Mr. Tatge ex- 
plains it was his intention to bring the pledge 
within the meani of the original declara- 
tion of principles issued by the Lutheran 
committee. He was opposed to issuing the 
pledge but it was done in his absence and all 

e could do was to modify it so that it would 
not conflict with the pronounced position of 
the Lutherans in favor of compulsory educa- 
tion. 

This he meant to accomplish by inserting 
those words, and he insists now that the pleage 
as it stands does not bind the man who signs 
it to oppose compulsory education. 

The Pledge. 

Here is the pledge as it stands: 

I, the undersigned, if elected to the Thirty-sev- 
enth Legislature of the State of ‘Illinois, do here- 
by pledge myself to make all lawful efforts toward 
repealing or so revising the Compulsory School 
law approved May 24, 1889, and now in effect, as 
that (1) said law will not interfere directly or in- 
directly with parental authority over the child in 
determining the means and extent of its educa- 
tion, (2) will not prescribe a certain school or 
class of schools where it shall be educated, 50 
will not restrict religious liberty in any, form, (4 
nor leave parochial or private schools subject tg 
State supervision or control. 

Candidate in .... Senatorial District. 

The words means and extent were taken 
from a decision of the Supreme Court of the 
State of Illinois, the section bearing on the 
subject reading as follows: 

Parents and guardians are under the responsi- 
bility of preparing children intrusted to their care 
and nurure for the discharge of their duties in 
after life. Law givers in all countries, and, with 
few exceptions in despotic governments, have 
deemed it wise to leave the education and nurture 
of the children of the State to the direction of the 
parent or guardian. This is, and has ever been, 
the spirit of our free institutions. The State has 
provided the means, and brought them within the 
reach of all, to acquire the benefits of a common 
school education, but leaves it to parents and 
guardians to determine the extent to which they 
will render it available tothe children of their 
charge.—79 IIl., p. 573; Rulison vs. Post. 

Mr. Tatge, who is perhaps the leading 
spokesman of the German Lutherans as far 
as they are agitating this question, claims the 
pledge as it now stands is in conformity with 
this decision. and he will not admit that it is 
rational to construe it as being op to 
compulsory educatior. He repeats that the 
Lutherans favor compulsory education, and 
are in no sense of the word enemies of the 
public schools. 

‘Nevertheless the fact remains that the 
pledge is generally construed as being op- 

ulsory ed cation and as bind- 

ractically expunge the 

principle of comp ry education from the 
statutes. 


It is unquestionably correct,“ said a mem- 
ber of the original Lutheran Committee, 
that we are all of us in favor of compulsory 
education, and we want mora than sixteen 
weeks’ schooling, too.“ 

That being admitted, even by these extrem- 
ists, it is but fair and manly for them to 
acknowledge that they made a mustake in 
sending out these pledges. 

Whatever the author of the pledge may 
have intended to express, it is clear that it con- 
veys the idea that he who signs it is bound to 
oppose all compulsory education. If the State 
cannot determine the extent,” in other 
words, fix a minimum, of education, it simply 
cannot determine anything about the educa- 
tion of the child. That conclusion is unavoid- 
able. It is plain that this pledge is opposed 
to compulsory education, and hence opposed 
to the cardinal principles of those who send 
out the pledge. They are fighting their own 
consciences. 

That decision of the N Court sup- 
plies them with no material to defend their 
pledge. That decision, in its last sentence, as 
clearly az language can state it, means simply 
this: The State furnishes the schools and 
everybody is at liberty to use them 
to whatever extent he pleases, 
But if vou have schools 
than those which the State provides, you can 
use your own, you are not bound to use those 
which the State provides. Or you may use 
both public and private or parochial schools. 
That is the ‘extent to which they will render it 
available’ which the Supreme Court speaks of. 

Jo illustrate. Here is a starving man. The 
State furnishes food which he — take. His 
relatives also furnish food which he may take. 
He may choose which to take. But the State 
insists that he shall take some food, no matter 
from which quarter, and it is prepared to 
force him to take enough to keep 
him alive. it is with the 
school question. The State supplies 
a certain kind of food for the mind. The 
parents sometimes furnish another kind. But 
the State has a right to insist that some kind 
of food be given the child, and that enough be 
given to keep its mind alive, that is, that the 
child shall become fitted to live as a citizen of 
this country. Whether the food is taken from 
the public schools, or to what ‘extent’ it is 
taken from this ‘means’ which the State sup- 
plies, is left to the decision of the parents and 
guardians. 

The Purport of the Decision. 

‘Ts not that clearly the purport of this de- 
cision of the Supreme Court? That famous 
pledge, however, demands that the law shall 
not ‘interfere in determining the means or 
extent of the education’ of a child; in other 
words, in the illustration of the starving man 
that it has not the right to insist that he shall 
have sufficient food to keep him alive or to in- 
sist that he shall have any food at all. For if 
it cannot say he shall have at least so much, 
it cannot say he shall have any at all. 

„It is not at all surprising that this obvious 
meaning of the pledge should have been un- 
de by thinking Republican candidates 
for the Legislature and that they refused to 
sign it, referring to their party platforin as 
being entirely sufficient. It is equally natural

into the County Treasury. The number of the 
deputies and assistants of such officers shall be 
determined by rule of the Circuit Court, to be 
entered of record, and their compensation shall 
be determined by the County Board.”’

The publishers 
only assure us that he wrote the history be- 
tween the beginning of Lent and July 1, and 
then he dusted—no, that’s not it—“ then he 
shook the dust of New York ¥rom his heels 
and set sail for Newport, where he has a farm 
of fifty acres. He needed rest.

A Careful Investigation and Reliable Re- 
port—Distress and Remedy,

The Government, it may 
be said, is beginning at thé wrong end 
in satisfying material wants first. The 
blight, unhappily, is begining at that 
end too. But I warn the Government that the 
blight is moving far more rapidly than it. 
It is now October. At the present rate the 

tatoes will be exhausted in many districts 
And yet not a single sod can 
be turned till January—in a single railway 
scheduled in the bill of last session. The 
remedies imposed by the Government will but 
„skin and film the ulcerous place.“ The 
peasantry must for the most part trust to their 
own surgery. 

The Root of the Whole Matter. 

The key to the situation is the fact that the 
next *‘ gale’’ of rent is due in November near- 
ly ali over Ireland. The Nationalist leaders 
are doing nothing but their most obvious duty 
in warning the landlords that the peasants’ 

im to life stands before the landlords’ 
claim to rent. It is the principle that lies at 
the root of all modern land legislation, and 
which will have to underlie any attempt at 
land municipalization or nationalization that 
the first claim on the soil is the a of the 
tiller. Now, thereal hopelessness of the position 
lies in the certainty that the landlords will aot 
recognize this prior claim—they are already 
defying it—and the whole forces of the Gov- 
vernment will go to helping them in resistance 
to it instead of teaching them a wise submis- 
sion. With English landlords and English 
laws, with public opinion and free speech, 
Ireland would get through this winter safely. 
But, as it is, I fear that we are on the eve of a 
struggle of the most terrible kind. I cannot 
blame the Parnellite leaders. They will go to 
prison bravely for giving to the peasants the 
only advice which they can give under the 
circumstances. — ’

NOVEL PROPOSITION MADE BY A 
; | BOSTON MAN, 
For a Considération He Offers to Lift Up 
_ the National Capitol at Washington by 
Means of a Patent Hydraulic Jack and 
Turn Its ‘Face to the West—Intcresting 
Pension Decision Rendered by Assistant 
Secretary Bussey—Washington Notes. 
Wasuincrox, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special.]— 
Away down in the bowels of the Capitol 
Building, in the little room occupied by the 
Committee on Library, there is a musty heap 
of correspondence from cranks of all degrees 
throughout the country. This list contains 
all sorts of suggestions for the better advance- 
ment of civilization and science. Theré is 
one which if .it could be acted upon would ob- 
viate the error that was made when the Capi- 
tol. built. Everybody knows that it was 
the —.— that the site of the Capital 
City would be populated to the east of the 
Capitol, and for that reason the magnificent 
principal entrance, with massive bronze 
doors and elaborate 3 rg placed 
facing rising sun. Contrary expecta- 
tions, * City spread toward the 
west, and with the exception of the new li- 
brary building there is not a public office 
east of the Capitol. 

There is a man in Boston named Carl Jo- 
hansson who proposes to remedy this mistake. 
‘His plan is an ingenious one. Ina letter to 
the Chairman of the Library Committee 
Jo claims that he has invented a pa- 
tent raulic jack which will lift a million 
pounds, He wants Congress to appropriate 
enough money to pay him for the expense in- 
‘curred, and he says he will turn the Capitol 
around so that the entrance will face the west 
and that not a stone or piece of mortar will be 
dislodged. 

His method is somewhat complicated, but 
the substance of it is as follows: One of these 
wonderful jacks will be placed at each corner 
of the National build after sufficient 
excavations have been made. Then the ground 

+ will dug from under the foundations 

by and shored up with iron girders 
from toend. Under the central portion, 
or where the crypts now are 


he will place a 
circular railway, supported by more of these 
jacks, and upon

these, with the pressure of 
only a few horse power, he proposes to turn the 
entire Capitol without disturbing either its 
foundations or its walls. Johansson fails to

MASTODONS IN WABASH VALLEY. 


The Monsters Once Roamed Over the 
Prairies of Indiana and Illinois, 
Indianapolis Journal; Prof. John Collett 
continues to have an interest in the mastodon, 
an animal which no longer abounds in this 
section in sufficient numbers to be 
available for trap- shooting. The 
fessor has just returned from a 
to Western Indiana and Eastern Illinois. 
IT have come, remarked he to a reporter 
yesterday, from the home of the mastodon, 
a creature which was one of the recent pre- 
historic animals of the Wabash Valley. is 
remains are always found on or near the 
surface. He enjoyed the prairies, where 
rass and tender bushes could be browsed. 
he level plains about Murdock, Newman, 
and Hume, stations in Illinois on the I., D 
and 8. , which I have just visited, were 
favorite grazing grounds and were originally 
studded with sloughs and ponds of water. 
These animals in time of drought would wade 
into the ponds often underlaid by quicksands, 
and there ee tee mire down. The bones 


of one with eight teeth were found two miles 
northeast of Murdock recently; remains of 
another were found near Culbertson’s grove 

four miles northeast of Newman’s station, an 

remains of another ten. miles southwest of 
Hume, 

The wonderful ditching machines,” con- 
tinued the professor, which plow trenches 
from ten to thirty feet wide and from seven 
to nine feet deep, willdrain the soil and give 
such aeration as to destroy remains 
that have hitherto been preserved in 
these mi places. Mastodons have been 
found in Western Indiana. There were re- 
mains of a mastodon calf discovered near 
Quaker Point; also remains at Leatherwood, 
and on the Raccoon, in Parke County, and 
near the mouth of Otter Creek, in Vigo Coun- 
ty. These were all found near the surface and 
in bogay soil, and there 1s reason to sup 
that the mastodons have existed until within 
2,000 or 3,000 years, and were contemporaneous 
with man. The remains of some of those found 
were of animals destroyed by man, who set 
pitfalls for them and captured them for their 
flesh. Dr. Koch, of Golconda, III., in exca- 
vating for the bones of a mastodon, found 
charcoal, indicating the use of fire to cook the 
meat of the animal. Indian arrow-heads and 
flint knives were also found near the re- 
mains, indicating that the flesh had been dis- 
sected by an early race of people.“

Sennott departed and peace again reigned. 

United States Commissioner Hoyne’s court 
was well crowded when the case against Sol 
van Praag, Democratic candidate for the 
Legislature, was called yesterday forenoon. 
Tbe prisoner’s trio of lawyers, Messrs. Asay, 

Baldwin, and Geoghegan, were on hand, and 
from their restraining presence the somewhat 
* despondent Sol derived much comfort. The 
witnesses on behalf of the defense were 

Charles Walters, who is known to fame as 
“Big Sandy, George Valentine, and the 
prisoner himself, They testified with much. 

vigor to Van Praag’s unimpeachable political 
virtue, and to the rigid morality of the Demo- 
cratic managers generally. Instructions had 
been given at headquarters, they said, to pre- 
sent no man for naturalization whose record 
could not meet all the requirements of the 
law. Van Praag’s moral nature, the first two 
witnesses asserted, was so sensitive and deli- 
cate that he could not even imagine a man 
swearing falsely to obtain naturalization 

pers, and that his advising John and Pat 
‘Murray to commit perjury in that behalf was 
utterly out of the question. 

Van Praag testified to the same effect. He 
recollected seeing the two Murrays and Cal- 
laghan in the corridors of the County Building 
the night of Oct. 11, but did not advise them 

to commit perjury to obtain the papers. John 

Callaghan was put on the stand again by the 

defendant’s attorneys, but did not alter his 
iginal statement in any respect. 

The attorneys argued at length, those for 
Van Praag intimating that the court took the 
suggestions of the District Attorney as the 

ole guide in determining whether to hold a 

risoner to the grand jury. Bluffing and brow- 

ting did not win, and Sol Van Praag, the 

_ Democratic candidate for the Legislature of 
Illinois, had to choose between giving $5,000 
bail for his appearance before the next United 
States grand jury or gotojail. Naturally he 
preferred the former course. 

Among other witnesses called by Sol Van 
Praag to establish the immaculate purity of 
his private and political character was James 
Craig, a saloonkeeper. Craig testified that he 
had fived in Chicago, off and on, for four- 
teen years. 

How long off and how long ‘on?’ “ in- 

‘quired District-Attorney Milchrist. 

“Well, different times,“ replied Craig. The 
man subsequently said that he first became 
acquainted with Van Praag two years ago, 
afterward admitting that in October, 1888, he 
was in the Stillwater Penitentiary. The fol- 
lowing November he voted in St. Paul, 
though the law of Minnesota required that 
he should have resided in the county ninety 
days to become a legally qualified voter. He 
was in the county but twenty-five days. 


Nick Sennott’s Case. 


The case against Nick Sennott was then 
called. Much the same evidence was presented 
as in the Van Pr proceeding. John Mur- 
ray testified that after failing to get his “agen 
from Judge Driggs on the first attempt he re- 
turned to the hall of the building and there 
encountered Sennott, who told him to go back 
to the Central Committee rooms and procure 
another application. Upon the witness’ re- 
turn he said that Sennott, assuming to be the 
Judge, asked him the regular questions 
9 to age, nationality, and duration 
residence, and instructed him in his replies. 
The formula having been learned Murray got 
his papers. John Callaghan corroborated the 
young man’s story in every important par- 
ar. 
Again delegates from the Campaign Com- 
mittee made oath to the stringent rules against 
fraudulent naturalization observed by the 
Democracy. Clan-na-Gael Johnny“ O’Brien, 
who had charge of this department until his 
labors in the interests of Frank Lawler made 
it n to turn the work over to Sennott, 
said.that the instructions were to examine 
closely every man who desired naturalization 
and if he were found to lack the requirements 
to advise him to desistin his law-breaking 
career. 
Deſfendant Sennott testified that he did not 
know the Murrays and Callaghan, and had 
never seen them to his knowledge. He denied 
ever advising any of them to swear falsely or 
giving them instructions for obtaining papers. 
Mr. Duncan represented Sennott and made 
a strong talk for his client’s release. He 
argued that if any subornation of perjury 
were committed in the Murray naturalization 
affair it was at the Democratic Campaign 
Committee rooms, that the job was put up, and 
not by Sennott at the County Building. Com- 
missioner Hoyne took the case under advise- 
‘ment until tomorrow at 10 o’clock. 
Charges That End in Empty Air. 
None of the much advertised proceedings to 
—— Republican naturalization frauds 
ave yet been begun hy the Democrats. Mr. 
Asay said in his speech to Judge Hoyne that 
such suits were about to be instituted, and dire 
threats of the same character may be heard at 
the Democratic headquarters, but nothing 
more serious than atmospheric cuncussion has 
yet resulted. Lacking any evidence of fraud 
the Campaign Committee is wisely backward 
about giving grounds for any further prose- 
cutions for perjury against Democrats.

Nor is there any evidence that shoes 
cost more, for the papers are filled with adver- 
tisements of shoe firms offering their goods 
for sale at slightly reduced prices. What can 
the object be of such transparent falsehoods 
on the part of these reckless partisan sheets? 


An unfavorable bank statement Saturday 
nad no effect on the New York stock market. 


The local market was quiet and firmer. New 


- York exchange was 40 to 25 cents discount. 


Sterling was unchanged.—The Chicago prod- 
uce markets were active at a slightly lower 
range of prices yesterday. Wheat was affected 
by the non-response of the foreign markets to 
the strength here, and corn was easier in sym- 
pathy. As compared with the previous day 
wheat was cent lower, corn g cent lower, 
oats steady, rye 1 cent higher, barley firm, 
flax 1 cents lower, pork 5 cents higher, and 
lard and provisions steady. The shipments 
of wheat from Chicago during the week ex- 
ceeded the receipts by 115,000 bushels, and the 
shipments of corn were 380,000 bushels greater 
than the receipts. The packing at Chicago 
from the close of February to date includes 
2,939,000 hogs against 2,102,000 during the 
same period of 1889 and 1,632,000 in 1888. 


LIBERALIZING CHURCH CREEDS. 

The question of a second probation for the 
heathen was skillfully evaded by the American 
Board of Missions at its recent session in 
Minneapolis, This shows that the Presbyte- 
rians are not alone in their recognition of the 
desirability of a modification in the character 
of the old iron-bound church creeds. The 
leaders may approach the subject with cau- 
tion, or even for the present content them- 
selves with surveying it from afar, in defer- 
ence to what they may suppose to be unwill- 
ingness on the part of the great mass of 
church members to indorse a formal change. 
Probably in both cases there is a mistake 
in not properly appreciating the way in 
which is broadening out the religious in- 
tellectuality of all except a few of the 
older members who are so rooted and 
grounded in the old forms of thought 
that they have no eyes for any other side of 
a question than the one they were taught when 
young to regard as orthodox. No one may 
properly question the propriety of paying due 
deference to the venerable intellect which is 
fossilized and therefore beyond the possibility 
of further growth. But neither can it be de- 
nied that the younger element which has been 
trained in the school of modern thought, been 
educated to a knowledge of scientific facts and 
their usefulness as a framework on which to 
build up correct ideas of the universe and its 
author, of God and his works, does not act- 
ively believe all the dogmas delivered by the 
elders. It demands an important modifica- 
tion in the articles of faith, not their repudia- 
tion as a whole. But it must be ad- 


| mitted that not a few are tempted 


to doubt all simply because some 
of the features still insisted on as essential 
appear to be absurd. They cannot help think- 
ing there must be a mistake in regard to 
these, and the repugnance is apt to extend it- 
self to other planks in the creed which of 
themselves would not be objected to. 

This is especially the case with the dis- 
tinctive doctrines of the Calvinistie creed. 
Beautifully logical if its premises be once ac- 
cepted, it has long dominated in the realm 
of religious belief because the truth of those 
premises could not be gainsaid. The world 
did not know enough of the structure of the 
universe and the operation of the law of cause 
and effect in ail observable parts of the vast 
domain to recognize the fact that the 
early formulations of faith were made 
by men who did not understand 
these truths, and would probably have written 
and taught differently if they had the work to 
do over again now. The candid students of 
today are willing to give Calvin full credit for 
having done the best his light permitted, for 
having done much that is of value still, and 
taught much that will probably stand through 


] the ages, but they do not feel called upon to 


hold that he was infallible, and are aware he 
did not tay claim to be $0. They assert for 
themselves the right to study and interpret 
the Bible in the light of modern scientific 
revelation and do not by any means admit 
that a change in some of Calvin’s interpreta- 
tions is tamount to a repudiation of the 
volume, still less to a confession of atheism. 

In particular it seems to many thinking 
members of the churches today absurd to be- 
lieve that the soul status of every human be- 
ing is irrevocably fixed from and to all eter- 
nity, while it is recognized as a duty to 
** preach the Gospel to every creature.“ They 
ask themselves what is the use of doing the 
latter or paying out large sums in contribu- 
tions to enable others to do it if no result is 
accomplished other than what was predestined 
from the beginning of eternity. Either the 
doctrine needs an important modification or 
church and mission work may as well be 
abandoned. 

Not quite so difficult, but still very hard to 
reconcile with reason, is the doctrine which 
the head men among the Congregationalists 
considered in their recent convention but 
had not the courage to repudiate—name- 
ly: that the heathen are doomed to 
all . eternity, though they never had 
„the word’ preached to them. The doctrine 
of a second probation for the heathen, widely 
known as the Andover theory, is gaining 
ground rapidly among orthodox people, 
though it may be regarded as a half-way prog- 
ress towards the Universalist tenet that all 
men will ultimately be saved. The idea that 
any one can be held éternally responsible 
through suffering too intense to be conceived 
when he had no means of escape from it 
pointed out during his lifetime is so repugnant 
to all conceptions of justice that it is no won- 
der sensible people are swinging round 
towards the notion that there must be some 
mistake about it. Also the doctrine of a 
bodily resurrection, if by that is meant a re- 
animation of the same physical body that is 
deserted by the soul in the death agony, 
is found to be absolutely inconsistent

] equally impossible of active belief by the 


thinking educated man of today, however 
much he may encourage their reiteration by 
giving tacit assent to the doctrine, and sub-

fear of the Consequences. It is thought 
by those who most stoutly resist the proposed 
change that if the bars be once let down it 


will encourage one concession after another to 


the atheistic element, with the result that ere 
many years have passed all the bulwarks of 
Christian faith will have been swept away, 
leaving no incentive to worship and no object 
for church work. Probably these people are 
mistaken radically in the assumption that 
creed formulas are necessary to the devotional 
ieeling whith is the essence of religion. 
Whether right or not, the change is progress- 
ing just the same, and from present appear- 
ances the effort to stop it will scarcely retard, 


certainly not prevent, the completion of the” 


movement towards a much greater liberality 
in church creeds and formulas than is now 
insisted on by the orthodox sects. 


NO PARDON FOR NATIVE-BORN ENEMIES. 

It is the duty of every good American to re- 
sist efforts made by adults of foreign birth to 
weaken or overthrow the public-school system 
of this country or to drive the English lan- 
guage from the schools. But while he is un- 
faltering in his opposition he feels no bitter- 
ness toward most of his antagonists, for he 
knows that they look at the question from a 
different point of view from what he 
does. They were reared in foreign lands in 
accordance with the methods which prevailed 
there. The language which they were taught 
is the one they love the most, and it is still the 
most familisr to them. Their ideas and their 
traditions are those of the mother country. 
They are more than half aliens yet in feelings 
and prejudices, though they are American 
citizens. Nothing therefore is more natural 
than that they should wish their children to 
learn what they learnt, in the way in which 
they learnt it; that they should be surrounded 
by the same influences, and speak the same 
tongue. 

But while such excuses can be made for the 
adult of foreign birth who attacks the public 
schools and the language of the country, none 
can be made for the man of American descent 
who joins in with them. He knows better; 
they do not. He has been taught in the 
schools he is trying to undermine—he and his 
ancestors. He should have taken in with his 
mother’s milk a belief in the grandeur and the 
necessity of the public-school system of this 
country. He should be filled with the ideas 
and emotions which have animated American 
patriots for two centuries, Therefore when 
such a man proves false to the faiths and tra- 
ditions of his native land, for no other reason 
than his craving for an office, the brand should 
be put on him, so that he may be known and 
detested thenceforth by every trve American. 

There are excuses to be made for the Con- 
federate soldier. He was generally the victim 
of a bad education, and his mind was poisoned 
by his local environments. But for Vallan- 
digham and other Copperheads there is no ex- 
cuse. They sinned deliberately against the 
light, and they never will be pardoned. The 
infamy which is their portion should fall also 
to the native American who, knowing how the 
freedom and progress of this country rest on 
the firm basis of its free schools, dares to lift 
atraitorous hand against them—not out of 
hate, but influenced by the meanest of all 
motives, the love for an office which will 
bring him money. : 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND THE 
LAKE FRONT. 

Tun Targor has shown that there is abun- 
dant room west of the Illinois Central tracks 
on the Lake-Front Park, for the grand build- 
ing which is to house art treasures during the 
Exposition, and to become the property of the 
city when itis over. It has shown also that 
to erect it on made land east of the tracks 
would be objectionable for the reason, among 
others, that the cost of piling and filling would 
have to be borne first by the stockholders and 
next by the city, and that it would be an 
unnecessary expenditure. It is true the IIli- 
nois Central has offered to foot so much of 
the bill as arbitration shall determine if the 
pending suit should be decided in its favor; 
but in that case the Art Building would be on 
Illinois Central land and would have to be 
pulled down. 

When the time comes for filling the sub- 
merged lands out to the dock line and mak- 
ing a park for the oenefit of the city and 
State the Illinois Central should be required 
to do the work and foot the bill, and it need 
not cost Chicago a cent. The road can well 
afford to make the bargain and look on it as 
a money-making one. At present it is 
cramped for room for tracks and especially 
for depots. It has not enough space for its 
own business, let alone the roads which use 
its tracks. It must expand. But it cannot 
without an arrangement with the city and the 
Legislature. Its officers may say what they 
please about their prospects of winning the 
pending Lake-Front suit, but there is not one 
chance in a hundred of their doing so. They 
are so convinced of that at heart that they were 
ready two months ago to make a bargain 
with the city, abandoning most of the claims 
of the road. 

The offer was to surrender its present right 
of way, 200 feet wide, the land between Thir- 
teenth and Sixteenth, on which its docks, its 
shops, and round-house stand, and two sub- 
merged strips between Twenty-second and 
Thirteenth to the water’s edge. In return for 
this it asked for the submerged land south of 
Randolph to Adams, the block between Adams, 
Monroe, Michigan avenue, and also a new 
right of way 1,200 feet further east and 300 
feet wide. 5 

This proposition received no consider ation, 
and rightly so, for it asked too much and gave 
too little in return. But if presented here- 
after in a modified form it may not be unac- 
ceptable to city and State, It is very doubtful 
whether the land should be conceded farther 
south than Monroe. If the road is allowed to 
extend from Randolph to Monroe it will get 
the space of about fifteen blocks, worth easily 
half a million each, and also the streets which 
will bound them. Nor should the Monroe- 
Adams Lake-Front block be allowed to pass 
out of the hands of the city. Rent it to the 
road for 5 per cent on its par value for depot 
purposes, but retain the fee in the city. And 
if the road is given a new right of way 300 
feet wide the city should keep a hundred-foot 
wide strip to the east of it, extending from 
Twenty-third street northward, for an esplan- 
ade or shore drive, to be carcied northward 
across the river to the North Side at some 
future time. 

When such a bargain is made with the 1008 
it must agree also to fill the submerged lands 
between its new 300 feet right of way and its 
present one for park purposes. It may cost 
the railway $4,000,000 or $5,000,000, It would 
cost the city more if it did the work. Nor 
will the road be in a position from a business 
standpoint to say that $5,000,000 is too much 
boot for the property. Corisider what it would 
gain by the proposed land trade. On a 300 
foot wide right of way it can easily lay twenty 
tracks. That will accommodate amply its 
through passenger, freight, and suburban 
business, and enable it to give track room to 
two or three other roads, anxious to enter the 


* 


city. The cost to the road of the $5,000,000 
spent iu filling would be at 5 per cent $250,000 a 
year. Several lines would be glad to pay that 


rental for admission to the Illinois Central’s » 


grounds north of Monroe and the use 
of freight and passenger depots. If two 
roads were to lease such privileges 
from the Central they would cheerfully pay 
more rental than $250,000 a year. 

If a fair arrangement were made between 


the road and the city the latter would get 


much-needed room for new tracks, depots, 
warehouses, and elevators. Its receipts from 
leases and from its regular business would be 
increased. The State would be a gainer, for 
its 7 per cent on the gross income of the road 
would be larger. Chicago would be a gainer, 
for it would have on the front of the city a 
fine park two milés long. The Art Building 
would look all the handsomer for the broad 
open space to the east of it. By raising the 
surface of the new park a little above street 
grade and depressing the tracks on the new 
right of way a few feet only the tops of the 
cars and engines could be seen from Michigan 
avenue, and the esthetes would rejoice. 

But the city should never agree toa bar- 
gain by which it gives away property which 
will return it an income from the start, like 
the Monroe-Adams block, and only get in ex- 
change the Central’s present tracks and the 
potentialities of esthetic property twelve or 
eighteen feet under water, which it will take 
millions to turn from water into land, and 
which will be a source of expense from the 
outset. As there is no haste about the making 
of this proposed park the city can afford to 
wait till inexorable necessity forces the Illinois 
Central to come to its terms. 

As the road will have to yield sooner or 
later and pay for filling the pond, the World’s 
Fair Directors would simply waste the 
precious time and indispensable money, and 
put the city to needless expense, by making 
land east of the tracks. If they needed the 
room it might be different, but they have 
plenty of space west of the tracks for the Art 
Palace. Therefore they should notdrive a 
pile or throw a shovelful of earth into the pond 
east of the tracks. : 


TAX-EATERS, 

In 1886 the Register’s office of New York 
was run on the fee system. The receipts ex- 
ceeded the expenses $90,000 a year. The Reg- 
ister pocketed the money, but of course, he 
did not keep it all, for Tammany got its 
boodle-dividend. In the interests of economy 
and reform the fee system was abolished; the 
surplus receipts were to go tothe city. This 
year the expenses will exceed the receipts by 
$10,000, and the city will be that much worse 
off than under the old dispensation. The 
$90,000 of previous profits have been eaten up 
by Tammany loafers. . 

While the Register ran the office for his own 
benefit the work was done by sixteen clerks. 
It takes over fifty to do it now, though the 
business has decreased rather than increased. 
The wages, paid under the old system were 
moderate; under the new one they have been 
added to largely. What with lots more clerks 
and bigger wages the profits have all been 
eaten up and the city left $10,000in debt. The 
only difference is that the sum which used to 
be absorbed by one big Tammanyite is di- 
vided now between fifty members of the same 
rotten organization. 

This little incident illustrates the difference 
between public and private management of 
an office. Generally speaking it is true of all 
cities, except that where the New York Tam- 
many puts on men enough to eat up all the 
receipts and considerable more, the more 
moderate and untrained Chicago Tammany 
puts on only enough men to devour the re- 
ceipts. In Chicago, as in New York, if a man 
is running an office for his own profit he pays 
the market rate of wages and hires no more 
men than are needed for the work. When he 
is running it for a salary he puts on every 
man he can crowd in and is continually call- 
ing on the,Council or the County Board to raise 
their pay, and since the patronage of the of- 
fice is controlled largely by Aldermen or 
Commissioners the increased wages and more 
clerks asked for are almost always given. 

If there were at the head of each depart- 
ment of the city and county government a 
man who managed it as closely and econom- 
ically as he would his own business, expenses 
would be reduced from a third to a half and 
the work would be done more efficiently. The 
end and aim of the present system is to get as 
much money as possible from the taxpayers 
and support with it the largest possible num- 
ber of bummers, loafers, and heelers. 


ANGRY THAT UNDERVALUATIONS ARE 
STOPPED. 


All the European manufacturers are cursing 
the McKinley bill. Yet it affects but a few of 
them. It raises the duties on only a limited 
number of articles. Nevertheless those who 
are not hit are scolding as loudly as those who 
are. Why? Because the Customs Admin- 
istrative law, passed by the last Congress, 
which was intended to end frauds on the rev- 
enues due to systematic undervaluations, 
touches every manufacturer. But, as it does 
not sound well for men to protest against a 
law which aims at the checking of’ profitable 
fraud, the Tariff bill has been made the target 
of all attacks, and of these demands that 
European countries shall ‘‘ retaliate.” 

The Customs Administrative law requires 
that an invoice of goods shall contain a just 
and faithful account of all the cost of finish- 
ingsaid goods, wares, and merchandise to 
their present condition.“ This is to be veri- 
fied by affidavits of manufacturers. But the 
foreign manufacturer has not been giving and 
does not intend to give, if he can help it, this 
just and faithful account. For a long-time 
they have been making certain kinds of goods 
for the American market, not putting them on 
the European one at all, so as not to give them 
a market value there. Then they have under- 
valued the goods, taking the chances that the 
American custom-house officers could get no 
data and could not find the actual cost of man- 
ufacture. 

This method of domg business has been the 
reason why so many American wholesale 
houses have been forced ta give up- importing 
on their own account. They have been una- 
ble to go into the foreign market, buy gloves or 
silks, etc., at current rates, pay the duties, and 
then compete with the local agents of the 
foreign manufacturers in this country, who 
were selling goods which had been so under- 
valued as to pay a very low duty. Efforts 
have been made again and again by the cus- 
tom-house authorities to find the actual cost 
of production of those goods which were 
made specially for the American market. 
They may be more successful now, though 
the importers are still refusing to furnish 
the sworn statements required of them. But 
if they do not give them their goods will not 
get in. English and French manufacturers 
are begging to be released from this part of 
the law. 

It is a little surprising that when the bill 
was under consideration the attention of the 
importers was not attracted by the ironclad 
nature of the declarations which they and the 
manufacturers are required to make. They 
seem to have noticed only the provision reim- 
posing the duty on cartons and the one doing 
away with a jury trial in suits involving al- 
leged undervaluations, Had they noticed the 


requires them to make they would certainly 
have stirred up their Democratic friends in 


Congress to ade it. As it was it slipped 
quietly through both Houses. 


It has been estimated that the faithful en- | 


forcement of this law will add 5 per cent to 


the average duties collected. It is quite likely 


that on some goods, where undervaluation has 
been most rampant, it will add 20 or 80, to the 
great gain of the revenues and to the sorrow 
of the manufacturer and his American agent. 


THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FAMILY. 
The Philadelphia Evening Télegraph takes 


| exception to a recent editorial in Taz Txis- 


uxn on The Weak Spot m American Social 
Life,“ stating that its entire plea was against 
parental appeals to the sentiment, the intelli- 
gence, or the conscience of the child.” The 
critic then refers to the personal vice so com- 
mon in Europe, and says that the fewer di- 
vorces there are due to the fact that the proc- 
ess is a much more difficult one there than in 
the United States and not the superior virtue 
of the people there. 

The first charge is based on an entire mis- 
apprehension, and is entirely untrue. The 
second claim may be conceded without weak- 
ening the force of the statements or the argu- 
ment made in the article referred to. 
idea sought to be conveyed was that in cases 
where moral suasion does not avail to keep 
the child from going astray more stringent 
measures should be resorted to. The position 
of Tuz Trrsung is that in regard to its con- 
duct the parents occupy a similar relation to 
the child as the community does to the adult. 
They are, in tact, responsible to the State for 
the proper training of the future citizen, and 
if by the exercise of a little wholesome sever- 
ity they can prevent him from becoming an 
inmate of the jailor penitentiary it is their 
plain duty not to spare the rod.“ This po- 
sition no more involves a demand that every 
boy and girl shall be whipped than that every 
grown-up man and woman should pass in jail 
a specified number of days in each year. But 
if the use of the rod or ferrule in extreme 
cases would prevent many boys and girls from 
being turned out from the home or the school- 
house with the loosest ideas of obedience, au- 
thority, morals, or honesty, surely it would be 
a case of mistaken forbearance to omit it. 
The assertion of the Philadelphia paper that 
‘* parental discipline is more strict and adult 
morals worse in France and England than in 
the United States proves nothing to the 
point. The discipline there insisted on is 
mostly the enforcement of blind obedience to 
authority, right or wrong, and its tendency is 


-to debase the mentality by fostering the idea 


that the child is a mere slave while the father 
is a privileged despot, free to do as he 
lists. That is a relic of the arbitrary 
patriarchal system of the Orient, while 
the course favored by Taz Trrevuwe is much 
the same for the family as in the best forms 
of state government, under which force or 
coercion is a last resort, to be used as sparing- 
ly as possible, and then only efter all other 
means have failed to keep the refractory one 
in order. 
of any reasonable man that the adoption of 
such a policy in the household would mark 
out a middle course more desirable than either 
of the extremes of despotism and unbridled 
license. It would tend to a higher standard 
of purity in the average American home, 
which was the one thought of in writing the 
article and not those lying at the extremes 
of the scale, as seems to be inferred by 
the Telegraph. The argument of Tue 
TRIBUNE was one in favor of improving 
the moral atmosphere of the family, 
with the inevitable resultant of a better state 
of society, because the household is the com- 
munity in miniature, and an integral part of it.

onroe streets, celebrated its twenty-sixth birth- 
day by opening to the public ite new mammoth 
factory for the manufacture of musical instru- 
ments at the corner of Randolph street and Ogden 
avenue. The oflicers of the drm are: J. P. Healy, 
President; C. W. Post, Vice-President: R. B. 
Gregory. Treasurer: J. E. Healy, Assistant Treas- 
urer; J. P. Byrne, Secretary. 

Chicago has long been famous as a great dis- 
tributing point, and within the past decade she 
has made remarkable progress as a manufacturing 
center also. Not only in the line of machinery 
and the heavier fabrics, but in the more artistic 
and finer goods, she has made and is making a 
name and a reputation. 

It will surprise most readers to know that inthe 
line of small musical instruments the factory of 
Lyon & Healy turns out a greater variety and 
finer quality of goods than any other factory of 
its kind in existence; but such is the fact. Com- 
mencing in a small way some five years ago, they 
found a ready market for all the goods they could 
turn out, and have added one department to ano- 
ther until now they can boast the finest and most 
completely equipped plant in the world. 

The site of their factory is at the corners of 
Ogden 8 a beck. The otredt, am and = an place, 
facing Union Park. T * stories 
high with red pressed brick — and is fitted 
with all the modern improvements in the way of 
engines, heating and ventilating. apparatus, etc. 
It is divided into three wings. Entering the build- 
ing on Ogden avenue we find the general offices of 
the factory. The drafting rooms for use of the 
mechanical experts and Kaser wh the pri- 
vate offices of the General Manager, who is also 
the Vice-President of the sof the ; the sample- 

‘rooms, containing samples of the various instru- 
ments made in the factory. All of these rooms, 
including the paneling, are finished in antique 
oak, and the furniture is of the same wood. Step- 
ping from the 7 offices is found the cking 
and shipping rtment, in which may te eee 
boxes, cases, and crates preparing for shi ment 
not only to points throughout the United 
and Canada, but even to such distant — 2 as 
Sidney, Australia; Paris, France; London Eng. ; 
Har Germany, and St. Petersburg, Russia. 

a ago ny the pecking shipping room in the 
south wing, first floor, is the saw and planing de- 
partment. The various woods used in construct- 
ing the instruments are received here inthe rough 
and put through the various processes necessary 
to prepare them for the hand workers in other 
parts of the building. The number of special ma- 
chines, drills, and other appliances in mak- 
=e such instruments as oo as „ mandolins, etc., 

s almost legion. It would be impossible to enu- 
— them here, but there are certain original 
appliances in use only at this factory which are 
worthy of passing notice at least. One of these is 
technically En. known as the graduating machine. 
It is for the purpose of reducing the tops and bot- 
toms of guitars to a uniform nr With this 
machine the operator can make the sounding 
— of the instrument as thin as they may be re- 


uired. 

"he the thickness of the * back, and sides of a 

— depends on its size, they must bear a uni- 

relation to each other in order to secure the 
best tone results, hence having once ascertained 
the correct measurements of the different sizes, 
the wood is placed on the bed ofthe machine, 
which rests on a large cyliuder screw that may be 
raised or lowered the one-thousandth part of an 
inch and piece after piece passed through, one an 
exact duplicate of the other. An cane impor- 
tant special machine in use only at actory is 
what is known as the fretting machine. It is 
used tocut the slots for the raised frets of the 
finger-boards of guitars, banjos, mandolins, zith- 
ers, etc., and is described as follows: 

On a mandrel revolving at ahigh rate of 
speed are eighteen saws. These saws as they ap- 
proach one end ofthe mandrel, grow closer to- 
gether, being exactly in the same position as the 
frets on a finger-board. The importance of hav- 
ing acorrect scaleisreadily understood by all 
musicians, and this machine, which may be said 
to guarantee the absolute correctness of the scale, 
makes it one of the most valuable in the entire 
factory.”” Asteam bending apparatus for bend 
drum hoops, banjo, and tambourine shells an 
other peculiar shapes occupies a prominent place 
in this room. 

All told upward of 870 000 parts of machine heads 
are produced annually for use on the guitars, etc., 
sent out by this factory. Probably the most im- 
porous branch of this epartment is the tool and 

ie room. 

None but the most skilled diemakers are em- 
ployed here, as the concern long ago realized that 


ordinary mechanics. Ina room adjoining is the 
polishing department. Thisis technically known 
as the buffing room and contains five polishing or 
“butling” machines. The buffing wheel is made 
entirely of strips of cotton Cloth fastened to- 
getheg until the desired size of wheel is obtained 
(12 inches in diameter). The wheel is then set in 
motion and spins around at the rateof 3,500 or 

4,000 revolutions per minute. The centrifugal 
force produced causes the edge of the cotton wheel 
to present a surface sufficiently hard to polish the 
material held against it.

In this de- 
partment are found about 700 guitars in the various 
stages of evolution. The thin strips of rosew 
are first put into iron cylinders as they come from 
the planing mill below, and the cylinders are 
then heated to a certain temperature.

Steel Car Works at Desplaines. 


The purchase of 500 acres between the 


Northwestern and Wisconsin Central tracks 
near Desplaines by the Columbia Steel Car 
company was reported some two weeks ago. 
The company has now pufchased 200 acres in 
the north half of Sec. 29, west of the Wiscon- 
sin Central railroad. . 

The company isto immediately erect shops 
on the site. ere will be five buildings, com- 
prising machine, blacksmith, int, wood - 
work, and erecting shops. The plans contem- 
plate an electric light — for lighting the 
works. The Wisconsin Central will establish 
a depot and side tracks on the car company’s 
land.

“The company intends to engage in the 
manufacture of cars constructed entirely of 
steel, under patents held by 
the American Fireproof Steel Car 
company, the Parent company,” says the 
Economist It is claimed by this compan 
that the great fatality attendant upon derail- 
ment and collisions on railroads, through the 
telescoping and splintering of wooden cars, 
will be completely done away with by the use 
of the steel car.

NEW WATER WORKS FOR HAMMOND. 


A Company Formed for the Purpose of 
Supplying Hammond with Lake Water. 
A number of Hammond capitalists, headed 

by M. M. Towle, have organized a company 
to purchase the water works of the Town of 
Hammond and replace them with an entirely 
new system, At present the orfly source of 
supply is an artesian well. A system of pumps 
and mains suitable for a country village is ex- 
pected to meet the wants of a rising manu- 
facturing center. The demand for water is 
now so great that the George H. Hammond 
company is forced to ship tanks of water to 
supply its packing-houses. This new company 
proposes to pipe lake water from a point on 
the lake shore north of Hammond south 
between Lake George and Wolf Lake and 
furnish East Chicago and Hammond a suita- 
ble supply of lake water at Chicago rates. 
The city has offered its present plant to this 
new company for $35,000. That will give this 
company a practical monopoly of the water 
service, with the stipulation that the water 
rates shall be the same as charged in the City 
The different manufacturers will 
be the principal stockholders in the new com- 
pany. They will take stock and have special 
water rates. The Stein & Hirsh Starch com- 
pany, the George H. Hammond company, and 
the new iron manufacturing company which 
has purchased the Lakeside Nail Works, will 
be among the heaviest stockholders. The 
company will be organized with a capital 
stock of about $250,000. 

The ordinance which has been passed grant- 
ing it this. water. service franchise stipulates 
that the city shall pay but $5 yearly for each 
hydrant.

„Chicago is now the largest consumer of 
precious stones on the American continent,“ 
said the expert, “although New York is still 
the chief importing point and the center of 
the jobbing trade. For the last ten years I 
have made periodical Western trips and the 
growth of our trade in this city has been mar- 
velous. I suppose few people are aware that 
the largest diamond ever imported to the 
States is now on sale in Chicago, and that the 
general stocks at the large jewelers are equal, 
if not superior, to those in New York., In ar- 
tistic setting of gems Chicago is fuily abreast 
of the time, and few mounted stones are now 
delivered here. From present indications 
will’ be the gem market 
of the country in a few years. 
I will tell you something about diamonds ; 
how a layman should make his choice; what 
frauds are worked on the general public and 
the trade in that lune. 
How to Tell a Diamond. 

„MWMhen people are choosing diamonds they 
should ask themselves the following question: 
Is their transparency conspicuous? How 
much do they resemble a dewdrop hanging 
from a white rose; that is, are they of pure 
water and do they possess the power of re- 
fraction to a high degree?

_ ® stone of good proportions—not shallow, pro- 


rtionate to face? Lastly, has it perceptible 
rfections? The latter point is in itself 
sufficient reason why diamonds should be pur- 
chased from responsible retailers whose guar- 
antees are not wind and who wouid be willing 
to rectify any accidental error. Two dia- 
monds may appear of perfectly equal worth 
to the uninitiated, but a flaw in one of them 
might cut its value in two, and nobody but a 
good judge could even sce the fault. 

“The three main flaws are termed ‘ feath- 

‘Feathers’ are 
rents or fissures in the interior of 
the stone. At times there may be a half. 
dozen o flaws that cannot be detected 
without the aid ofa glass, and then only by 
eo 283 know — to look a them. 
| ouds’ are gray, brown, or white spots, 
also in the interior of the stone, and are much 
easier to find than ‘ feathers.’ 
—like little bodies, usually of white, brown, 
or neutral tints. When unusually fine and in 
large numbers this flaw is termed ‘dust.’ A 
few stones are also ‘chipped ’—that is, there 
7 on the exterior edges of the facets. 
chip or two largely reduces the value of 
a fairly good stone. 

In an article where not one in a thousand 
has any know and not one in ten thousand 
is a connoisseur there is necessarily a great 
deal of imposition. Thetricks of the trade 
may be divided into three general sections. 
The first and most common is when flawed, 
imperfect, or off-colored stones are sold for 
first-water gems. There is no such thing as an 
absolutely perfect, flawless diamond any more 

re is a perfect specimen of humanity 
in the world. What are called perfect stones 
are gems as flawless as any found, but if a 
lass of high power is used imperfections can 
found inthe best of them. The selling of 
r stones as perfect ones takes place every 
5 and almost every minute. The principal 
suifererg are would-be smart 3 who 
snatch at a ‘bargain’ and gett worst of 
the deal. If people would recollect that fine 
diamonds are the easiest 2 in the world 
to sell; that any jeweler who deals in gems is 
always willing to purchase at a small reduc- 
tion from prevailing rates, they would not be 
imposed upon so often. 
The Bogus Diamond Trade. 

The other two methods are simply rob- 

bery. Many imitation stones are still sold as 
nuine brilliants. In Europe, especially in 
aris, the art of making fine imitations of dia- 
monds has been brought to perfection. Many 
of these, of course, are sold for what they are, 
many are made up to order for wealthy peo- 
ple who in temporary difficulties wish to raise 
the real goods, and have these stones 


set as solitaires (rings or earrings) and sold as

Valuation of Gems. 

_ “The price of diamonds is an involved sub- 
ject and requires life-long study. The old rule 
was that the value of two diamonds of like 
quality is 1 to the square of their 
weights. us if a one-carat stone is worth 
$110 a two-carat gem would be worth $440, a 
three-carat $990.. This basis would now be 
misleading, as it would assign altogether too 
high a price to the larger stones. For aver- 

flawless stones of pure water dealers usu- 
ally ask from $110 to $135 a carat; for two- 
carat gems, $320 to $335; for three-carat, $520 
to $576 ; and proportionately for fractions of 
carats. , 

There are exceptionally fine stones that are 
entirely outside all rules and must be valued 
by themselves. Oddities, also, such as black, 
yellow, blue, and brown diamonds, if fine, 
also have a fancy price. I have known a fine 
black diamond, a little over a carat in weight, 
to be sold for nearly $1,000, and half, that sum 
is ordinarily not at all out of the way. 

The value of flawed and off-colored stones 
is even more difficult to give than the value of 


fine goods.

Well, Quincy was started by New-Englanders. 
The first people here came from Massachu- 
setts Bay. They were the descendants of the pil- 
grims who left the realm of Charles I. and sought 
an asylumin this country. And they called it 
Quincy, in honor of Josiah Quincy Jr. That was 
in 1821. John Wood was out here prospecting. 
The picturesqueness of the region filled him with 
admiration. „1 ghall_ settle here for

to bring on his people. The following year he 
arrived. His was the first house. It was built 
without nails and out of a lumber that was not 
sawed. Then came Jeremiah Rose and his fam- 
ily from New York. Mrs. Rose was the first white 
woman in Quincy, and her daughter, who after- 
ward became Mrs. George W. Brown, was the 
first white child born in Quincy. They all lived 
under John Wood's roof. The next family came 
from Vermont and the rest were French people. 
On this basis Quincy was erected. In 1824 John 
Wood gave notice that an application would be 
made to the Legislature to establish a new coun- 
ty, and three Commissioners appointed to select a 
county seat saw Quincy and it was declared the 
county seat.

He is one of the foremost 
men of the Quincy bar. 

Of younger blood there are the Wilcox brothers, 
who came down here from Wisconsin some years 
ago and regalvanized the Quincy Whig. The 
elder, Chester Wilcox, is Postmaster; the 
younger, D. F., is editor of the above paper. He 
went to Washington at the time of the inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Harrison, and made the application 
for his brother. In many respects it was one of 
the best managed politicai affairs that came up. 
D. F. Wilcox had fortified himself from the day 
of the election, and when he presented 
the papers for his brother's appoint- 
ment they were so complete that an 
appointment followed quickly. It was the first 
appointment of any consequence in the West un- 
der the new Administration. Three weeks after 
Benjamin Harrison was President Chester Allan 
Wilcox was Postmaster in Quincy. 

Col. William L. Distin, Department Commander 
of the G. A. R., and one of the Harrison brigade, 
is here. He has a war record that is interesting.

He is the mi- 
nority candidate for the Legislature. Mr. 
McCrone is quoted as a man several degrees above 
the ordinary.

In the county con- 
vention it has twenty-eight delegates, almost a 
controlling interest.

Menke for all these things. 

The One Man. 


In towns of this size and character there is al- 
ways one man who bears the same relation to the 


town in which he lives, so far as being prominent | 


is concerned, as the red school-house on the hill. 
Sometimes such men are envied and sometimes 
they are abused. The abuse comes from those 
who haven't kept up with the procession. It is 
the fellow who is left who always gets mad and 
who is as disagreeable about it as if he had an at- 
tack of neuralgia. 

Col. Richard F. Newcomb is the conspicuous 
one man of Quincy. He came here in 1572, so he 
belongs to the present. He is 50 years old and 
has a commanding presence. He is one of the 
richest men in this section. He is at the head of 
the American, Strawboard company, which 
is said to be a vast concern. Some 
time ago Col. Newcomb thought he would 
like to succegd Scott Wike in Congress, and 
he would have done it had his own county stood 
solid. He 't any political ambition, but he 
wanted to go to Washington to live for a season 
or two because he has a family which he adores. 
Mrs. Newcomb is regarded agone of the most at- 
tractive women in the West, and her two daugh- 
tors are accomplished and beautiful. With such 
a family and his means Col. Newcomb would have 
taken a prominent place in the grand social cir- 
cle of the city on the Potomac. He will probably 
get there yet. 

He is soon to occupy a residence in Quincy that 
will be the most extensive and elaborately fur- 
nished of any in the West. It has been years in 
course of erection. Itis his ambition to havea 
house which will be unsurpassed. 

Col. Newcomb is an example for young men. 


‘He is as restless in his busfuess as Mr. Armour. 


He gives it his personal attention, and one of the 
rules of his daily routine is that no letter must 
remain on a desk unanswered overnight. 

A long time ago, in 1838, there stood on one of 
the corners of the great square the Quincy House. 
It was a landmark. It sheltered some of the 
greatest men of the United States. Lincoln held 
conferences there, and so did Douglas. It was 
the tinest hotel west of the Alleghany Mountains. 
It was built by Eastern capital. It had its day 
and the time came when Quincy thought it ought 
to have a building for hotel purposes that would 
be creditable to the town. A

Many Demo- 
crats said: Ricker will roll out a barrel in the 
public square some of these days and the people 
of the State will go over there and take away 
money in wheelbarrows.” How long the days 
were! And they lengthened into weeks and 
months, and Ricker’s barrel, like Grouchy at 
Waterloo, never showed up. John Tanner was 
elected. 

The present Mayor of Quincy is George H. 
Walker, a man who has interested himself in 
many important measures for the town. He is 
entitled to some of the credit for giving Quincy 4

Some of Quincy’s Claims. 

A stranger often finds in his travels much of a 
town on paper. Quincy does not boast of any- 
thing which it cannot show up asa reality. It 
claims more solid wealth of its own than any city 
in Illinois—outside of Chicago, of course. It 
claims and produces six of the biggest stove 
foundries in the United States. Its 
strawboard mill is the second largest in the 
United States. It claims to have 
two of the largest showcase manufactories in the 
West. It has one sawmill that cuts from sawlogs 
150,000 feet of lumber a day. Two of the principal 
metal-wheel works of the country are here; a car- 
riage factory whose goods have found a market 
in Mexico and California, in addition to territory 
nearer home; an organ factory that competes 
with any in the Nation; several immense agricult- 
ural concerns; nearly all of the omnibuses and 
street hacks used in the country now are made 
in Quincy. The big platform wagons used in Chi- 
‘cago and other cities carry a Quincy stamp. 
Nearly every sewing-machine wagon and patent 
medicine wagon that are nauled anywhere in 
this country today are made here; this is where 
extensive file works are in operation; twelve 
ouring mills show that the town is in the heart 
of an agricultural paradise, 

Why It Is a Gem City. 

They call it the Gem City because, in addition 
to a society and wealth which some larger towns 
might envy, it is the seat of learning. The Chad- 
duck Methodist College occupies the old home- 
stead of Gov. Wood. This is not a theological 
school, but one which covers every branch of study 
necessary to finish a student. The Gem City Mer- 
cantile School isa feature of Quincy and has 
stood at the head of schools of that or- 
der for many years. It has a ros 
ter of 1,000 students. St. Francis College, 
under the supervision of the Franciscan monks, 
and St. Mary's Institute, under the control of the 
School of Sisters of Notre Dame, a Lutheran Uni- 
versity, and public schools are here, eachin a 
condition that is encouraging-to those in control 
as well as the community which supports them. 

Muscially, Quincy has a seat in the proscenium 
box. Its Arion Quartet, the musical club of both 
sexes, its orchestra of one hundred people, and 
the Conservatoty of Music warrant the statement 
that few cities in the West have attained as high- 
water mark in the matter of music as Quincy. 

The Elks Club, J. M. Irwin, President, is a 
social organization which has a large member- 


| ship. Its parlors are the handsomest of any club 


in the State. 

The business schemes of the city, its enterprises. 
its Fourth of July business, its eagle flights, and 
its wheels are in the hands of the Young Men's 
Business Association.
